Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected due to the use of the term "optionally". In 
this particular instance, its precedence before the recitation of the further 
limitation added in the dependent claim renders the scope of the claim unclear; 
"optionally" would normally be understood to refer to something that is not 
necessary, but optional. If the claims are construed as not requiring the added 
limitation, however, then these claims essentially would fail to further limit the 
claim from which they depend. 

For the purposes of rejecting the claims over prior art, "optionally" 5 will be 
construed as it is normally understood; i.e. the limitations following the word 
will not be considered to be positively recited limitations. Applicant should 
keep in mind that the application may be subject to an election of species 
requirement if claims positively reciting features of the different disclosed 
embodiments are presented. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mautsch. 

See in particular the Fig. 6 embodiment of Mautsch. Regarding claim 2, 
Mautsch shows plate fins c that extend outwardly from the entire periphery of 
the tube exterior; these clearly read on the claimed "extension of a radiation 
conducting fin" since they extend from the small radius edge of the tube (as 
well as the large radius edge). Nothing in the claim requires the fin to be 
parallel to the tube axis. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

The remaining references of record show streamlined heat exchanger 
tubing and/ or the use of edge-located axial fins.
